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1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-7, drawn to a process for preparing M6G. 

Group II, claim(s) 8-10 and 13, drawn to glucouronate derivatives and methods. 
Group III, claim 12, drawn to methods of using a pyridine derivative 

Group IV, claim(s) 1 1, drawn to a method of using morphine derivatives. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Groups I-IV involve compounds that are structurally 
diverse lacking the common feature of a glycosidic link. The compounds of group II could be 
used to prepare antibiotics, the compounds of group III could be used as acid acceptors in 
amination reactions and the compounds of group IV to treat diarrhoea.. 
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3. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Garret on 18 May 2002 a provisional election 
was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of group I, claims 1-7. Affirmation of this 
election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 8-13 are withdrawn 
from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. 

4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the currently 
named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the application. Any 
amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the 
fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

5. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant invention is 
held to be in condition for allowance inasmuch as the prior art does not teach or suggest 
applicants' invention. WO 93/03051, cited as state of the art only, reacts a 
trichloroacetimidoylglucuronate with an acetylmorphine. Multiple changes would have to be 
made to the reaction of WO 93/03051 to make applicants' process.
